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lursue clues in decades-old disappearance

Romulus police may soon know what happened to a 
woman who disappeared 28 years ago, thanks to a tip by a 
man who said he wanted to clear his conscience. 

According to LL John Leacher of the Romulus Police 
Department a man came into the station two months ago 
asking to speak to a detective about a crime he had knowl¬ 
edge of, but did not commit 

The crime was the disappearance of a Romulus 
woman. She was reported missing 28 years ago by her now- 
ex-husband, Henry Penny. 

Police said that Penny and his ex-wife, Ophelia, were in 
the middle of a bitter divorce when she disappeared. 

Penny told police then that she had run off with a doc¬ 


tor, leaving him and their children behind. 

That’s not what happened, according to the man who 
visited the police station. Leacher said he told investiga¬ 
tors that Penny, along with other members of the family, 
had something to do with the disappearance of the woman. 
He also told police that he knew where her body was 
buried. 

“Since this man came into the station, we have done a 
lot of research on the case and putting everything together 
to determine if he was credible,” said Leacher “We have 
not been able to find any signs of this woman contacting 
any member of her family during the last 28 years. She has 
also never applied for a credit card or changed her name. 
She just vanished.”

Second suspect sought 
in apartment break-in

Romulus police have made 
one arrest and are still searching 
for a suspect in connection with 
a home invasion and armed rob¬ 
bery that took place last week: 

Two Romulus residents in an 
apartment on the 15000 block of 
Colbert, were awakened sudden¬ 
ly at 2:30 a.m. on Nov. 10, when 
two men wearing dark clothes, 
armed with semi-automatic pis¬ 
tols kicked open their front door, 
according to Romulus police. 

The two men demanded 
money from the 53-year-old 
female resident who shared the 
apartment with her 18-year-old 
soa 

“When the original call was 
placed to police, the woman said 
that a large amount of money 
had been stolen,” said Leacher. 
“But when police arrived only a 
couple of hundred dollars was 
unaccounted for in the apart¬ 
ment” 

Leacher said that once the 


two men, who the victims said 
they did not know, entered the 
apartment they immediately 
located the mother and son, 
bound them, then beat and pis¬ 
tol-whipped them. 

The men then stole money, 
cell phones and the son’s 1995 
green Ford Explorer. The car 
was later recovered in Detroit 
Leacher said no serious 
injuries were sustained during 
the home invasion as both vic¬ 
tims refused medical attention. 

One suspect is currently in 
custody being held on other 
charges, while police await the 
issuance of a warrant, but 
Leacher said police are confi¬ 
dent they have the perpetrator 
‘This guy we’ve got in custody 
is denying that he had anything 
to do with this and isn’t talking at 
all,” said Leacher “But he failed 
his polygraph test and was iden¬ 
tified by the victim in a line-up.”

The Red Hat Society was 
founded by Sue Ellen Cooper in 
Flillerton, CA in 1997 when she 
gave her friend a copy of a poem 
entitled “Warning” by British 
author Jenny Joseph, along with a 
red, vintage fedora to celebrate 
her 55th birthday. 

“Warning” talks of older 
women wearing purple outfits 
topped with a red hat and of the 
freeing moments that can come 
with age.

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Area schools adopt state mandated elections

Officials in the Wayne-Westland 
Community School district now 
know when they’ll schedule regu¬ 
lar elections every year, just not 
who will oversee them. 

The board, like other school 
districts across the state, selected a 
May election for both even and 
odd years, according to Charlotte 
Sherman, deputy superintendent 
of educational services. 

“We picked the option that’s as 
close as what we currently have,” 
she said. 

The school district hosts regu¬ 
lar elections in June and board 
members are sworn into office in 
July. The election date is the only 
new thing, though, as the districts 
continue the state-wide move to 
election consolidatioa 

“(School board members) will 
still take office in July, as they do 
now,” she said. 

The consolidation of elections 


is mandated by the state, and all 
districts had to finalize when they 
when scheduled their elections by 
December As far as which munici¬ 
pality would oversee the elections, 
that remains undetermined. 

Sherman said that, in school 
districts that serve more than one 
municipality, the county has the 
ultimate responsibility for the 
election, although the county clerk 
can designate one municipality to 
run the election. The Wayne- 
Westland school district is in parts 
of six different municipalities and 
most school districts across the 
state lay in more than one, 
Sherman said. She said the county 
has called an election consolida¬ 
tion meeting for January. 

Sherman said. “We won’t know 


the specifics until January.” 

The county could designate the 
largest municipality within the dis¬ 
trict to take charge of the election, 
she said. That would be Westland 
for the Wayne-Westland district 
“That would probably be the 
smartest way to do it,” said 
Westland Clerk Eileen DeHart 
The cost of the new system is a 
concern to the district, according 
to Sherman. Since they’ll essen¬ 
tially have to contract out the elec¬ 
tions, it’s difficult to know what the 
costs will be. 

If Westland is chosen - and both 
sides have to agree - then the dis¬ 
trict could share some of the costs 
with the city for any election that 
coincides with a city electioa That 
would most likely be a special

“If (the district) holds its own 
separate election, they’ll have to 
pay the costs,” she said. 

The January meeting will also 
clarify another aspect of the state¬ 
wide push for consolidated elec¬ 
tions - the type of vendor that can 
be used to purchase the state- 
approved opti-scan voting system. 
Wayne Clerk Mary Carney said 
there were two potential vendors 
and a third possibility. Ultimately 
the county clerk will decide which 
vendor will serve his or her partic¬ 
ular county. 

Carney said she’s looking for¬ 
ward to that information - Wayne 
still uses the punch card system 
and expects federal funding to 
upgrade their equipment. 


Municipalities have to have the 
new equipment in place by 2006, 
but have had to concentrate on 
completing their elections for this 
year.

Most princesses want jewels. 
But all Charlotte Anne Stokes 
wanted was Red Fhygo Pop and 
a couple of Capri Sun juice 
drinks. 

Onlookers lined the parking 
lot of St. John’s Golf and 
Conference Center in Plymouth 
to watch as the 4-year-old 
princess saw her wish become 
reality 

More than 1,000 people were 
in attendance, cheering with 
jubilant shouts, while many 
more had to be turned away, as 
the street was blocked off for 
the parade Charlotte arrived at 
St John’s by horse-drawn car¬ 
riage. Her parents, Scott and 
Sevi Stokes, along with police 
escorts, and her prince charm¬ 
ing. who had his own white 
steed, escorted her. 

Dancers braved the ele¬ 
ments in their leotards, while 
Princess Charlotte’s royal court, 
dressed in their best medieval 
garb, accompanied her on the 
parade path. 

It was all arranged by the 
Michigan Make-A-Wish 
Foundation members. Susan 
Lerch, president and CEO of 
the Michigan chapter of Make- 
A-Wish, said this is the first wish 
of its kind for the organization, 
which has granted more than 
4,100 wishes in its 20-year histo¬ 
ry. 

Lerch was also surprised by 
the turnout 

“It’s amazing,” she said. “I 
love it that the people care so 


deeply. The community of 
Plymouth is great for coming 
out for this special little girl. 
This is beautiful.” 

Plymouth Mayor Stella 
Greene presented Charlotte 
with a special proclamation, 
declaring Nov. 14 “Charlotte 
Anne Stokes Day.” 

Sheila Steger, vice-president 
of philanthropy for Make-A- 
Wish, said the event was the 
organization’s largest from a 
community involvement stand¬ 
point And. like everyone else, 
the number of people who 
came out for the affair stunned 
her, as well. 

Lerch also said that 
Charlotte was amazed and that 
the festivities were beyond the 
4-year-old’s wildest dreams. 

Country singer and 
Plymouth native Sarah Lenore, 
16. performed for the crowd. 
Many of Charlotte’s family 
members were in attendance, 
as welL They were shocked by 
the support and love she 
received. 

“This is unreal,” said 
Charlotte’s uncle, Ron Hayes. 
“This was a last minute deal for 
us to come I've never seen any¬ 
thing like this. It’s unbeliev¬ 
able” 

Hayes, and his wife, Maria, 
drove from the Windsor area to 
the celebration. He said the 
drive was well worth it 

“The Royal Parents” seemed 
to be just as excited as Charlotte 
about what took place. They 
were quick to praise the com¬ 
munity for their help in making 
the celebration possible. 


“We’re in amazement at the 
outpouring of love and care 
from the community,” said 
Charlotte’s mother, Sevi Stokes. 

Charlotte’s father, Scott 
Stokes, was almost speechless. 

“It’s a combination of being 
overwhelmed and filled with 
joy,” he said. “Wow.” 

At “Princess Charlotte’s 
Royal Ball,” more than 400 
guests dined on all of 
Charlotte’s favorite foods and 
beverages; including chicken 
fingers, carrot sticks, hot dogs 
and hamburgers. The 
Plymouth-Canton Ballet 
Company also treated Charlotte 
to a special performance. 

While the day was celebrato¬ 
ry, Charlotte’s road to recovery 
has been very long 

She was diagnosed with 
Stage IV hepatoblastoma liver 
cancer in September of 2003 
and has since gone through 
many treatments and surgeries. 
The cancer spread to her lungs, 
where five large lesions and 
several smaller ones formed. 

Charlotte needs four com¬ 
plete cycles of chemotherapy to 
shrink her liver tumor so it can 
be removed and to kill the 
lesions in her lungs. 

As of February 2004, the 
treatment has been a success, 
including the surgical removal 
of the main cancer mass. 
Charlotte is currently in full 
clinical remission. Doctors have 
given Charlotte a 10 to 30 per¬ 
cent chance for long-term sur¬ 
vival (more than 5 years). The 
biggest difficulty is the high rate 
of recurrence in hepatoblas¬ 


toma patients. In other words, 
the cancer may go into remis¬ 
sion, but comes back 

The biggest issue with the 
survival numbers is that this 
cancer is so rare. It represents 
only about 1.5 percent of all 
childhood cancer. The other 
issue is that children are differ¬ 
ent from adults-much more 
resilient and strong, which 
means that 10 to 30 percent 
must be taken as a very soft esti¬ 
mate. 

“She fought, but it all kind of 
went away and she grew up,” 
Scott Stokes said. “She saw nee¬ 
dles that would scare the hell 
out of me, but she was able to 
deal with it” 

Both Scott and Sevi Stokes 
received support from their 
employer, as they each received 
family leave to care for their 
daughter 


“She couldn’t go outside and 
play, or do any of the normal 
things kids do,” Scott Stokes 
said. “We had to stay at home. It 
was either there or the hospi¬ 
tal.” 

Charlotte was referred to 
Make-A-Wish by her social 
worker at Children’s Hospital. 
Two volunteers went to the 
Stokes’ residence to meet with 
the family. They interacted 
through conference calls and 
trips to the organization’s 
Livonia office. And the family 
was grateful for the thought and 
effort the group put into the 
gala. 

“They were far more 
detailed than I would have ever 
been,” Sevi Stokes said. “They 
have a tremendously creative 
staff This has turned out to be a 
fantasy come true, especially 
for Charlotte.”

Leacher said the man told 
police the woman was buried 
underneath the garage at Penny’s 
home. Penny still lives in the 
same home located on the 33000 
block of Ecorse Road 

Police have not identified 
Penny as a suspect, but they 
received a search warrant and 
Tuesday went to the home to try 
to determine if Penny’s ex-wife 
was buried under the garage. 

‘We have the help of hydroge¬ 
ologists from Michigan State 
University trying to determine if 
there is something under the 
cement that should not be there,” 


said Leacher. “They are using 
sophisticated ground radar 
equipment to see if they can’t find 
an anomaly.” 

If police do find that anomaly, 
the search warrant allows them to 
immediately dig up the cement 
said Leacher 

Penny has not been arrested 
or charged 

Leacher said Penny denies 
that he had anything to do with 
his ex-wife’s disappearance, and 
maintains that she ran off with a 
doctor 28 years ago. 

“This guy who tipped us was 
ready to get something off his 
chest,” said Leacher “He was try¬ 
ing to secure a place in heavea” 

At press time police were still 
searching Penny’s garage.

Third grade students plant indoor garden at school

Students in Alice Janke’s 
third grade class at Ridge Wood 
Elementary School in Northville 
received some hands-on science 
education earlier this month. 
They planted an indoor class¬ 
room garden, thanks to the 
Hilton Garden Inn Plymouth. 

Each year, the Hilton Garden 
Inn Plymouth selects one school 
in either Plymouth or Northville 
to be the recipient of a class¬ 
room garden in the fall and an 
outdoor garden, complete with 
perennials and bushes, in the 
spring. According to Lorri Marx, 
director of sales for the Hilton 
Garden Inn Plymouth, the pro¬ 
ject grew out of an agreement 
between the hotel chain and the 
National Gardening Association 

Marx said that once a school 
has been selected, her office 
handles the situation the same 
way each year 

“I contact the principal, and 
the principal will pick out a 
teacher for us,” said Marx. 

School personnel selected 
Janke to receive the indoor gar¬ 
den this year, and on Nov. 4, 
their study of agriculture began 
as the students in her class, 
decked out in t-shirts provided 
by the inn, sowed a variety of 


seeds in long planters. 

“They said that they really 
enjoyed it,” said Janke. She 
added that the students would 
be responsible for caring for, 
monitoring, and recording the 
growth of the plants as they grow 
to maturity throughout the year 

It is a lesson that will be con¬ 
tinued in the spring, when the 
hotel will donate perennials and 
bushes to form a garden outside 
of the school. 

While Janke said that the pro¬ 
ject serves as a nice comple¬ 
ment to the class study of plant 
biology, she said that the project 
goes beyond simply teaching 
children about science. 


“You never know when a 
child might learn something,” 
she said. In addition to foster¬ 
ing the growth of a potential 
agriculturalist, she said that the 
project also includes the devel¬ 
opment of a sense of responsi¬ 
bility and teamwork. Marx 
agrees. 

“I think it helps them gain 
awareness of the world around 
them,” she said. 

Still, while the project is 
offered primarily to benefit the 
students, there is an added 
bonus as well, Marx said. 

“It’s fun for us...to just go 
and be with the children, and 
help them learn,” she said.

If necessary, adjust your withholding 
before year-end to avoid tax 
underpayment penalties. Withheld taxes 
are considered paid in equal amounts 
during the year regardless of when the tax 


is withheld. Therefore, a year-end 
adjustment to your withholding could help 
you avoid a penalty if you're underpaid. 

Avoid the marriage penalty. The 
standard deduction and 15% tax bracket 
for couples are double those of single 
taxpayers. But that doesn't eliminate the 
marriage penalty for working couples in 
tax brackets above 15%. If a wedding or 
divorce is in your plans, be aware that 
your marital status as of December 31 
determines your tax status for the whole 
year. Changing the dates of a year-end 
event may save taxes. 

If you turned 70Vz in 2004, you have 
until December 31 to decide whether to 
take your first required IRA distribution 
this year. You can wait until April 1,2005, to 


take your first distribution, but then you'll 
have to take two distributions next year. 
Unless you're still working, these rules 
apply to qualified retirement plans, too. 
Roth IRAs have no distribution 
requirement. 

Contribute to a deductible IRA if you 
qualify. You have until April 15, 2005, to 
open an IRA and make a deductible 
contribution for 2004. A child with 
earnings could qualify for an IRA, too. 

Use this year's annual gift tax 
exclusion. If you make annual gifts to 


family members or others, make sure you 
complete your gifts for 2004 by December 
31. Consider giving appreciated stock to 
your children. Annual gifts up to $11,000 
($22,000 for joint husband/wife donors) 
may be given to each donee tax-free. If 
your child sells the stock (e.g., for college 
tuition), tax on the gain could be as low as 
5%.

A homeowners policy is 
one of the most comprehen¬ 
sive policies you own. Items 
stolen on vacation? Home- 
owners insurance provides

Whether you are a first time 
homebuyer or one who has been 
there, done that, the pre-approval 
and approval process can be 
confusing and intimidating.

The quickest and easiest way to document borrowers 
assets in a savings account is to provide the lender with 
copies of the most recent bank statements. Typically a 
lender will ask for two months, but depending on the overall 
strength of the borrower sometimes-just one or even three 
months. 

The old fashioned way for lenders to verify account 
balances and histories was to request a "Verification of 
Deposit". However, because of concern for preserving and 
maintaining a borrowers "Information Privacy", they prefer 
bank statements. 

If the funds being used for down payment and so on can 
be shown to have been in the account for the entire period 
shown on the bank statements, then they are known as 
'seasoned funds', and the borrower is well on his way to 
being approved. However, if the statements show any large 
deposits as part of the amount needed then the lender will 
request further verifications and documentation of the 
source of these large deposits. 

Though digging up those recent bank statements can be 
frustrating and the reasons for having to provide them may 
seem confusing and irritating, it is part of the whole process 
necessary to secure the loan, that will put you into that new 
home.

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Test fails objectives 

The recent release of the Michigan Department of Education 
Adequate Yearly Progress reports show just how flawed the system is. 

They showed that 47 percent of high schools statewide failed to 
make adequate yearly progress (AYP), up from 33 percent a year ago. 

Now, before anyone gets up in arms and starts to decry the situa¬ 
tion in our schools, it should be pointed out that the situation is not as 
bad as the statistics make it seem. 

There are many reasons schools can fail to make AYP from low test 
scores to not having enough people take the test In fact the participa¬ 
tion rate proved the undoing of many schools - 110 schools still did 
not reach the federal requirement that 95 percent of all their juniors 
take the test - causing 21 otherwise high-performing high schools to 
not make AYP for that reason alone. 

Among them were Northville and Canton High Schools. Northville, 
which was among the top schools in the state as far as test scores, only 
had a 91.1 percent participation So they got a ‘B.’ 

The reports are based on the federal No Child Left Behind Act, 
which has a laudable goal. The goal of the No Child Left Behind pro¬ 
gram is to close the achievement gap by gradually raising standards 
until 2014 when all students must be proficient in math and reading 

It’s easy to promote. After all, who doesn’t want a better education 
for their children? Talking about improved educational opportunities 
gives everyone a warm and fuzzy feeling 

At the same time, though, school districts are faced with shrinking 
or frozen revenues - they’re often penalized for their good work and 
belt tightening that has increased their budget reserved. Their costs 
continue to increase, their revenue doesn’t and yet these additional 
tasks are heaped on them, as well Like other municipalities, they are 
continually asked to do more with less. 

EVeryone wants a better education for their childrea It’s most like¬ 
ly the secret desire of every caring parent to have their children do 
better than they did. But the system in place doesn’t necessarily 
address that There needs to be some way to account for districts that 
are already performing at such a high level that it’s difficult for them 
to further advance. There has to be some recognition of the districts 
that are improving, but in a way that is not easily quantified There 
has to be a realistic way to bring everyone to a level playing field. 

Anything else is just political lip service. 

A valuable Senior Alliance 

Communities throughout western Wayne County have been asked 
to help out The Senior Alliance (TSA), a non-profit organization that 
provides much needed services to the elderly. 

The organization ran into trouble recently, when it was discovered 
that they owed Wayne County more than $500,000 for services it pro¬ 
vided to the needy, but did not have funding for. The county came up 
with a repayment plan and the Michigan Office of Services to the 
Aging (OSA) recommended a 1-year probationary period for the orga¬ 
nization to turn itself around and begin to repay that debt 

Interim Director Bob Brown stepped in and immediately took 
steps to reduce overhead and cut costs. He also asked the 34 commu¬ 
nities served by TSA to double their annual membership dues, as a 
sort of good faith payment to help reduce the debt 

One by one, the communities have signed on to the 3-year special 
assessment To date, no community has denied the request seven 
have sent in checks and the expense has been approved in more 
than five others. 

It’s a difficult time for most to appropriate the extra expenditures 
- everyone is hurting for money - but the officials in those communi-

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Whafs loyally worth, anyway? 


It’s not often that I would rec¬ 
ommend municipalities spend 
more than they have to, but a cou¬ 
ple of situations have come up 
recently that have caused me to 
reconsider 

Monday night, the Westland 
City Council chose the second- 
lowest bidder rather than the 
lowest one when they awarded a 
2-year contract to a firm to print 
their municipal calendar. It won’t 
cost them a lot more money - only 
$1,700 a year - but it was enough 
to raise a red flag with some 
council members, as well as the 
manager of the competing firm, 
which had printed the calendars 
more than 11 years ago but lost 
the contract due to pricing 

The primary reasons were 
because the city has had such a 
long-standing relationship with 
the winning contractor, 
University Lithoprinters, and that 
the firm guaranteed a 15-day pro¬ 
duction schedule, rather than a 
20-day one. 

A few weeks back, in Wayne, 
city council members faced a dif¬ 
ferent kind of choice. They need¬ 
ed a new city vehicle, and the two 
low bidders were a Detroit car 
dealership and Wayne’s own Jack 
Demmer Ford. The Detroit firm 
was the low bidder, and that was 
the one the council chose, pri¬ 


marily because the difference in 
cost was about $4,000. 

Obviously, the whole bidding 
process was designed for munici¬ 
palities to get the best deal they 
can on whatever they need as 
well as to combat cronyism and 
give everyone a fair shot at earn¬ 
ing their business. 

In the Jack Demmer case, 
though, I wouldn’t have minded 
had the city forked out the extra 
money. They’re a local, home¬ 
town firm, of course, and I think 
that needs to be given added 
weight It’s also pretty clear, just 
by flipping through the pages of 
our newspapers, that they’re an 
advertiser, too. 

But that both is and isn’t why I 
would have suggested it It’s not 
just because they advertise, but 
rather that that advertisement 
shows that they support the com¬ 
munity. It’s not the only one way 
they do, and arguably not the 
biggest or best way. The dealer¬ 
ship can always be counted on to 
give back in some way, whether 
through charitable organizations 
- like a recent donation to 
Habitat for Humanity - or spon¬ 
soring portions of city events. 
They also, like Mark Chevrolet, 
provide an invaluable service to 
the police department: they loan 
out cars for use in undercover 


work, so the 
bad guys can’t 
see under¬ 
cover detectives coming It’d be 
hard to put a price on something 
like that 

Of course the Westland deci¬ 
sion is a bit different. Neither 
firm is located in the city, nor tan¬ 
gentially involved in helping the 
police in their undercover work 

Members of the Westland City 
Council also have a history of 
being skewered for their deci¬ 
sions, no matter what they may 
be. If they had chosen the low bid 
and the calendar turned out to be 
sub par, they’d hear about it If it 
were a day late, they’d hear about 
it If it showed up in their drive¬ 
way, they’d hear about it 

It should be mentioned that 
both bids were less than the city 
paid for the service in the last 
contract, and the total project has 
dropped in price about $15,000 
through the years that University 
Lithograph has been involved, 
without any apparent sacrifice to 
quality. If there’s any surprise in 
the bid award, it’s that more peo¬ 
ple didn’t question why the city 
paid so much for the service 
before. 

I’d have thought the current 
council would have heard more 
about that, too.

When I was an announcer for 
the New York Giants baseball 
team in the early 1950s, we did 
three live commercials for a ciga¬ 
rette sponsor per game. We’d 
memorize the commercials while 
the game was going on. Then 
they’d turn the camera on us and 
we’d hold up a pack of cigarettes 
and tell people how good they 
were. In fact, they even sent me 
around to the hospitals. I’d go to a 
cancer unit and give the guys cig¬ 
arettes! Can you imagine that? 

We’ve certainly come a long 
way in our understanding of 
smoking and the danger it poses 
to our health. Of course, we now 
know that smoking is linked to 
cancer, heart disease and a host 


of other serious health problems. 

Fortunately, we also know that 
no matter how long you’ve been 
smoking, stopping has immediate 
positive health effects. For 
instance, did you know that with¬ 
in 24 hours of not smoking, a per¬ 
son’s blood pressure is lower, oxy¬ 
gen in the blood is increased, and 
that person’s risk of heart attack 
is decreased?

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Education has a long history in area 


Education has taken up a lot 
of space in newspapers, on the 
internet and on news and talk 
shows over the last few years. 
Districts have been divested of 
their community power, some¬ 
times divided and spread over 
several districts. District bound¬ 
aries often confuse families who 
find their children attending 
school in a district outside the 
community in which they live. 
Bond issues and funding have 
become an ever more nightmar¬ 
ish topic than in previous 
decades. Many people even buy 
lottery tickets because they know 
the money is earmarked for edu¬ 
cation, often not realizing that as 
the lottery money goes in the 
front door to be added to the 
money allocated for education, a 
like amount goes out the back 
door to be returned to the gener¬ 
al fund and thus keeping educa¬ 
tional funds at their predeter¬ 
mined amount instead of 
increasing them as most people 
believe. 

Keeping these things in mind, 
it’s interesting to examine educa¬ 
tion in years gone by. 

For example, in 1833, Wayne’s 
first school was not a public 
school at all. It was privately 
organized and taught by Cornelia 
Hawley in a room over a black¬ 
smith shop. This continued until 
the local folk could establish a 
public school. The first building 
constructed of logs in 1838, con¬ 
sisted of one room and was 
called simply “School District 
No. 9 Nankin”. Then came the 
two-room frame school, followed 


in 1871 by the brick Union school 
(three stories, eight classrooms 
and a chapel) where a three-year 
high school course was added in 
1876. There were two graduates 
in 1879 and the smallest class 
ever came later and consisted of 
only one graduate. At the time 
the high school program was 
instituted, merely graduating 
from Wayne guaranteed admis¬ 
sion to the University of 
Michigan. In fact, it was fear of 
loss of that opportunity that 
brought about the tearing down 
of the questionably safe Union 
school and replacement with 
what would become the 
Roosevelt school. University of 
Michigan would not support a 
district that did not keep stu¬ 
dents’ safely in the forefront 

School was considered a priv- 
ilege and students attending 
classes in Wayne came from as 
far away as New Boston, Flat 
Rock, CantonTownship, 
Belleville, Inkster—and some 
even walked from Romulus. 
Some students spent the week in 
Wayne, returning home only on 
the weekends; others daily rode 
first the train or DUR, and then 
buses when they arrived on the 
scene. 

One early teacher’s “wish 
list” for Christmas was for a 
drinking ladle for the well, kin¬ 
dling for the school stove and 
anything with which to write. 

Teachers were men or single 
women (married women were 
not allowed to teach). Pay in 
1903 was $37.51 per month for 
elementary or “grade” teachers 


and $42.50 per month for those 
teaching both “grade” and high 
school. The entire school budget 
for that year was $3000. Classes 
being taught at the high school 
level for 12th graders would have 
been algebra review, German, 
Greek or Latin, American litera¬ 
ture, geometry, U.S. history, phi¬ 
losophy, chemistry, physiology or 
geology and last, but not least, 
deportment 

During the tearing down of 
the Union school and the build¬ 
ing of the new structure, classes 
met all over town. (The same 
thing would happen with over¬ 
crowding during World War II.) 
Some classes met in the 
Congregational and Methodist 
church parlors, others at the 
Village Hall, the feed store and 
anywhere large enough to con¬ 
tain a class. 

Wayne High School principal, 
Elizabeth Stellwagen, required 
eighth graders of the early 1900s 
to pass a proficiency test in state 
and local government before 
they were allowed to advance to 
high school. She believed that 
everyone needed to know both 
their rights and responsibilities 
in order to be good citizens. 

Many graduating classes in 
the early days had few young 
men because they had needed to 
leave school to work on the fami¬ 
ly farm or in industry as it devel¬ 
oped. 

By 1935, teachers had come 
together enough to state their 
concerns to the board of educa¬ 
tion before con¬ 
tracts were 


signed. Their complaints includ¬ 
ed ‘too few progressive school 
methods”. 

Education is an ever-evolving 
phenomenon. Some conditions 
seem to be cyclic with a new spin 
each time around. Students in 
1833 faced hardships just as stu¬ 
dents do today. Some of them 
are the same, just with a differ¬ 
ent face—broken drinking foun¬ 
tain, no drinking ladle; no pens, 


pencils or 
chalk, no 
computer. 

Desire to suc¬ 
ceed has overcome most obsta¬ 
cles for both public and 
parochial schools. Changing 
laws, changing funding, changing 
rules and expectations have cre¬ 
ated a roller coaster climate that 
is part of educational history, 
itself

After the Sunset starts where 
most heist movies leave off. 

After a final jewel heist, two 
master thieves, Max Burdett 
(Pierce Brosnan) and his beauti¬ 
ful accomplice Lola Cirillo 
(Salma Hayek) retire to Paradise 
Island in the Bahamas, where 
they plan to retire and enjoy the 
spoils of their labor 

However, Max, on the edge of 
boredom, becomes antsy with his 
new no-action lifestyle. But just 
in time, his nemesis Stan Lloyd 
(Woody Harrelson), the FBI agent 
Max and Lola duped in their pre¬ 
vious heist of the second of three 
famous Napoleon diamonds, 
washes ashore. 


Stan is convinced that the 
dynamic duo plans on lifting the 
third diamond, which coinciden¬ 
tally is harboring at Paradise 
Island for a week on a cruise ship 
for a “diamond cruise” tour 

Max tries to persuade Stan 
that he is retired and plans to 
stay that way, but Stan has other 
plans and intends to stick to Max 
like glue anyway. So Max uses the 
beautiful island and all its lus¬ 
trous pleasures to soften the FBI 
agent up. 

The movie quickly becomes a 
quirky buddy-film as the two pal 
around and try to gain each oth¬ 
ers’ trust They do the normal guy 
stuff: have some drinks, go fish¬ 


ing, rub sunscreen all over one 
another, shoot sharks with a 
revolver and help each other 
with a girl trouble - you know, the 
usual stuff 

FYom there, a new game of cat 
and mouse ensues. 

Stan, looking for personal vin¬ 
dication more than anything else, 
has no jurisdiction on the island 
so he teams up with a feisty local 
cop (Naomi Harris) who hopes to 
get her big break when she helps 
nab the thieves in the act 

At the same time Lola, who is 
happy with their new retired life 
- although she has to keep busy 
to destract herself mind from the 
diamond - tries to persuade Max 


to leave the diamond alone. All 
she wants is to add a deck on the 
house so they can watch the sun¬ 
sets together and for Max to find 
a hobby. 

He does eventually find a 
hobby but only as a means to an 
end. And, local gangster Henry 
Moore (Don Cheadle) has his 
own plans for the third Napoleon 
Diamond and wants Max to steal 
it for him. 

Both Stan and Max must 
weave their way through the lies, 
deceptions, twists and the dou¬ 
ble-crosses in order to get their 
hands on the truth and the dia¬ 
mond. Can Max pull off a perfect 
trifecta and lift the third stone, or 
will he be duped and left scratch¬ 
ing his head? That’s the final 
question of the film. 

The end isn’t too surprising or 
twisted, but fun nonetheless. Fbol 
you once, shame on me.

Brosnan, who revitalized the 
James Bond series, is fun to 
watch as a player on the other 
side of the fence this time.

It’s a fun and 
entertaining film but not a must 
see; more of a middle-of-the-road 
or an if-you-don’t-have-anything- 
better-to-do movie.

Memorial High School presented a Veteran’s Day ceremony last week.

Veterans honored by area students

More than 150 cadets lined up in front 
of Wayne Memorial High School Thursday 
morning Dressed in solemn black trench 
coats to help ward off the chill, they gave 
the assembled crowd of veterans, parents 
and school officials a sign of things to 
come as they presented their first 
Veteran’s Day Celebration. 

The 20-minute ceremony was a historic 
occasion for the members of the Junior 
Reserve Officer Training Corps (JROTC) 
program at the school, according to First 
Sgt Steven La Haine, who oversees the 
program. Like the program at John Glenn 
High School, it is in its first year. The 
school board approved it earlier this year 
‘It’s a partnership,” La Haine said. “It’s 
a good deal for the school and the program 
has been very successful” 

The program is primarily funded by the 
U.S. Army, which pays for the instructors 
and most of the materials. They usually 
expect about 100 students to come out for 
the elective program in the first year 
“We had more than that at both high 
schools,” said School Board Member Ed 
Turner “It’s been very popular” 

La Haine said the course provides 
plenty of benefits to the students, as well. 
They are taught a variety of different sub¬ 
jects, from citizenship to first aid to study 
skills and geography They wear their uni¬ 
forms all day once a week. And, contrary 
to popular belief, he said, the goal of the 
program is not to bolster the armed forces. 

“One of the things we stress here is that 
we do not recruit,” he said. “Most of our 
students won’t go on to the military.” 


Of course, the course is based in the 
military, so discipline playsa an important 
part It is also set up like a typical army 
battalion, divided into platoons and 
squads. The students themselves make up 
the command staff and are held account¬ 
able for their actions. 

“It really gives them a preparation for 
leadership,” La Haine said. “We give them 
real-world tasks. They get real-world train¬ 
ing. The decisions they make impact the 
other cadets.” 

La Haine is retired from the army. He 
spent 20 years in active duty and retired 
last September Last year he ran a JROTC 
program in Detroit, but the 75-mile-round 
trip took its toll. When he learned that the 
program would start up in the Wayne- 
Westland schools, he immediately applied 
to lead the classes. He lives about a mile 
away from the school. 

He said the overriding goal is to help 
students graduate high school and to moti¬ 
vate them to be better citizens. 

It’s apparently already been successful, 
given the feedback received from some 
parents. Charlotte Sherman, deputy 
superintendent of educational services for 
the district, said she’s received positive 
responses from many parents. 

‘They’re saying it’s doing wonders for 
some kids,” she said. “Kids who have 
always been in trouble last year are in the 
program now and they are different kids.” 

The JROTC cadets will also take part in 
the Wayne Rotary Parade on Saturday, 
which starts at 10 a.m. at Second Street 
and Sims Avenue in Wayne. Sherman said 
they’re also working to get the groups 
involved in the Martin Luther King parade 
in Westland next year.

Annual used sports and art 
equipment sale is scheduled

Next weekend, parents can 
earn a little money as they rid 
their homes of outgrown or 
unused sports and equipment for 
children. They can also find a 
bargain on equipment necessary 
for their child’s current hobby 
during the used children’s sports, 
play, and arts equipment sale at 
the Northville Senior 
Community Center. 

Sponsored by the Northville 
Department of Parks and 
Recreation, the event is a new 
spin on an old favorite. According 
to Emily Sherman, special events 
and arts programming supervi¬ 
sor, the department has hosted 
more general equipment sales in 
the past In the past, the event 
featured equipment for people of 
all ages. However, Sherman said 
that they learned from experi¬ 
ence that items used by children 
were much more in demand than 
items designed for adults, which 
prompted the new children’s- 
equipment-only format 

“With kids, every year you 
need to go out and buy something 
new,” she said. “It’s nice for par¬ 
ents to not have to go out and pay 
retail for everything.” She added 
that sellers also appreciate the 
event, since it gives them a 
chance to recoup at least some of 
the money that went into buying 
the supplies that their child has 
either lost interest in or out¬ 
grown. 

Another change from years 
past is the addition of arts equip¬ 
ment and merchandise, an addi¬ 
tion due largely to demand. 

‘The arts are really popular 
right now, and art supplies are 
really expensive,” said Sherman. 
She added that, due in part to the 
opening of the Northville Art 
House and the classes hosted by 
that facility, the demand for art 
supplies is growing steadily. 

Still, some things never 
change. Sherman said that ski 
boots and skis tend to be among

the most sought-after items at the 
sale since children grow out of 
them rapidly and new ones are 
expensive. 

The possibilities are almost 
limitless. From ski boots to soccer 
pads to paint brushes and -musi¬ 
cal instruments, any type of 
sports or arts related equipment 
could be found at the sale. Old, 
outdated, and heavily used 
equipment will be refused, so 
buyers should have an easier 
time on their search for the per¬ 
fect item. However, Sherman 
stressed that only hobby-related 
merchandise will be featured. No 
clothing—except for jerseys, 
artists’ smocks, or other hobby 
related clothing— will be avail¬ 
able. 

No matter what they are 
searching for, Sherman said that 
the response to the sale is expect¬ 
ed to be strong. 

“We normally have more stuff 
than we have 
room for,” she 
said. “We tend 
to sell about 60 
percent of the 
things that come 
in.” 

Part of the 
reason the 
equipment sells 
so well is due to 
the pricing, 

Sherman said. 

“People 
price to sell,” 
she said. “For 
the most part, 
everything is 
priced at very 
reasonable 


rates.” 

Another reason, Sherman 
said, is because the sellers them¬ 
selves act as buyers, replacing 
the things they no longer need 
with things they do need. 

However, buyers who enjoy 
haggling for a better deal should 
be aware that since the sellers 
price their own items and are 
unavailable for consultation, the 
sales prices are non-negotiable. 

In order to participate in the 
sale, individuals should bring 
children’s hobby equipment, 
clearly marked with the price 
they are asking to the Senior 
Community Center between 3-7 
p.m. on Friday, Nov. 26. In return 
for a 35 percent commission, 
parks and recreation staff will do 
the actual selling during the Nov 
27 sale. In order to help families 
price their items, price tags are 
available at the parks and recre¬ 
ation center If an item does not 
sell, the owner should pick it up 
between 1-3 p.m. on the day of 
the sale.

Local women provide blankets, gloves to area needy

Carol Sharp’s Westland home 
bustles with activity. 

A dining room table has been 
converted to a makeshift sewing 
table where four women work 
diligently to create an assort¬ 
ment of blankets and scarves. In 
another, they work with needle 
and thread, transforming scraps 
of fleece into fuzzy hats. Two 
computerized sewing machines 
chum tirelessly in a back room 
applying an inspirational slogan 
to the blankets, which are des¬ 


tined for shelters, churches and 
Salvation Army facilities 
throughout the Detroit metro 
area The blankets, hats, scarves 
and tote bags are stacked 
throughout the home in colorful 
hills on couches, across the floor, 
on tables and chairs. 

The volunteers of the Warm 
Hearts Organization are in full 
swing. 

Every year Sharp, along with 
dozens of volunteers, puts 
together the warm creations to 
distribute to the needy. Last year 
alone they created more than 
520 blankets and 750 scarves that 


were distributed to shelters and 
churches to go to people in need. 

“We’re in suburbia, here,” she 
said. “We’re a bunch of fat cats 
and we really don’t get it. We 
(complain) that we pay too much 
in taxes and, even though things 
are getting tight, we really don’t 
get how good we have it” 

The Warm Hearts 
Organization started about 6 
years ago. Sharp had a friend 
who had a lot of children’s cloth¬ 
ing that she said she wanted to 
go to people who needed them.

she put them together in small 
brown bags with a small, anony¬ 
mous label on them - little girl, 5, 
,eans and a brown shirt - to give 
out to facilities that served peo¬ 
ple in need 

‘Td pump out 10,20,50. Even/ 
year it would grow as more peo¬ 
ple heard about it,” she said. “We 
made sure everything looked 
good There were no buttons or 
anything missing.” 

Soon other friends heard 
about the effort, and were 
annoyed at her for not asking 
them to help. The project picked 
up even more steam after that 
and Sharp’s home soon looked 
like an annex to Joanne Fabrics. 

This year, the group hit anoth¬ 
er milestone. They are now a 
registered 501(c)3 non-profit 
organization. Sharp said that 
would help because the group 
relies almost entirely on dona¬ 
tions to purchase the soft, thick 
fabrics needed for the items. 

Those donations come in 
many different forms, however. 
People often hand her checks as 
well as a coupon to a fabric 
store. Sometimes she even 
receives additional funds while 
she waits in line, with a cart bur¬ 
dened by several spools of 
fleece. 

“People ask me what I’m 
going to do with all that fabric, 
and when I tell them, they hand 
me money, right there in line,” 
she said. “The passion comes 
out Ifs wonderful” 


Volunteers take the fleece 
and make several different items 
with it They make large, soft 
blankets and emblazon each 
with an inspirational slogan. The 
piles in her home display, among 
other sayings: ‘You are a mira¬ 
cle,’ or ‘Anything is possible,’ or 
“Reach for the stars.’ 

Fabric left over from that is 
used to create hats and tube 
scarves. The scraps left over 
from that are used to make tiny 
hats for premature babies. 

“Nothing is wasted,” said Jo 
Ahola, one of the volunteers for 
the group. “We use everything 
we can get.” She and Elaine 
Aumiller created 88 hats on their 
own this year. 

Another volunteer created 
several dozen large tote bags out 
of fabric cast offs she found in 
her home. Each with its own dis¬ 
tinctive personality, they will 
become diaper bags stuffed with 
the supplies that young mothers 


need, Sharp said. 

The volunteers put in hun¬ 
dreds of hours cutting, sewing, 
preening, sorting and packing 
the items every year, according 
to Sharp. She said she can 
always use more help, too. lb get 
involved, call her at (734) 595- 
8305. 

Sharp said the experience 
has been an overwhelmingly 
positive one. It couldn’t be possi¬ 
ble, she said, without the help of 
her friends and volunteers. She 
also credits her husband, Ken, 
who retired from the Westland 
Fire Department, for allowing 
the home to be, as she put it: 
“taken over” by the volunteer 
effort every year 

“This has been the most won¬ 
derful thing,” she said. “The 
great part about it is that I’m sur¬ 
rounded by wonderful women 
who want to make a difference. 
The energy here is just so power¬ 
ful. I’m personally very lucky.”
